Denver. 


Th© city of Denver ends the plain 
travel.

that the town is squared, and not close 
knit, it might b e lo n g in Ohio, or even 
in New England. 
There are shops that 
would do credit to Broadway and houses 
that would lit in our oldest towns.

the people there is no more of the 
frontier than one may find in all the 
towns 
west 
of 
tho 
Alleghanics. 
Tho laboring miner has been called 
to the mountains, and except that 
he comes here to spend his gains, 
or 
to show 
his 
“ prospects” 
to 
moil of capital, Denver is out of his 
range. 
Probably no other American 
oity has such a noble site. 
The eastern 
slope of tho Platte rises evenly and 
gradually from its sandy bed, until in a 
mile it gains a height of two or three 
hundred feet. 
From any house-top and 
all the streets one gets majestic views 
out over the vast eastern plain or over 
the mountains. 
A canal brought on to 
the ridges of the plain from the Platte 
canon supplies ditches, through which, 
in summer, water finds its way along 
the street, and by little sluice gates into 
the gardens that surround every house. 
For tho time the irrigation of this Ion 
parched soil has brought about much 
sickness, so that the town seems to bo 
temporarily unwholesome, but this con­ 
dition must soon pass, and leave the 
city with almost ideal conditions of sa­ 
lubrity. 
Free from parching heats and 
withering cold, nearly snowless, with 
the sweet, dry air of tho mountains and 
the oasis-! ike fertility that irrigation 
will in time give to its surroundings, it 
may hope for a noble future. —Atlantic

The namibian Floating Mills* 


The floating grain mills on tho Danube 
are perhaps Its most carious feature. 
Fancy two canal boats moored parallel 
to each other, in mid-river, about fifteen 
or twenty feet apart, and supporting 
between them the crank of a gigantic 
mill-wheel, turned by the current of 
the stream. Fancy, moreover, the sides 
of one of these boats carried up one 
higher than those of the other, 
od over, a la Noah's Ark, with 
doors and windows as needed—and you 
have a fair idea of those Danube grain 
mills, some four or five thousand of 
which, In groups of ten or a dozen to­ 
ther, are scattered along this watery 
ighway, all the way down from Vienna 
to Belgrade. 
Each mill is inscribed 
with its owner's name, and I found time, 
in passing, to copy one or two, such as 
•• Juh&s Istvany 
ces 
Landos” and 
•• Jonasviteh Makopoooni,” as being 
curious samples of Magyar peasant 
nomenclature. 
As the steamer goes 
shooting by these nulls, so close that 
the slow “ clack, clack” of the mill 
wheel is distinctly audible, it is amusing 
to note the inmates looking for all the 
world like Humpty Dumptv in the play, 
rushing to the doors or windows to wave 
a salute and have a look at the passen 
gers.— Cor. New York Tribune. 


Churches as Savings Banks. 


There are in tho city three penny sav­ 
ings banks in connection with churches. 
They belong to St. Andrew's, St. James 
and All Saints. 
The banks receive any 
amount from two cents upward, but do 
not encourage the depositing of large 
sums, the object in view being to pro­ 
mote habits of economy among the 
poorer classes. 
Trustees and officers 
nave been appointed for each bank, the 
former being responsible for all moneys 
received. 
The bank is kept open every 
Saturday evening from seven to nine. 
A committee of twelve manage the insti­ 
tution, giving their services gratuitous­ 
ly. 
Any amount from two cents up­ 
ward may be deposited, four per cent. 
interest being allowed on every even 
dollar from the day of deposit to the 
day of withdrawal. 
About f 10,000 Is 
on deposit in tho three banks.— Toronto 
Globe. 


London is full of Cheap luxuries. One 
of these is riding atop the omnibus. All 
the London busses have top seats. 
An 
iron ladder inns up the stern of the 
craft, and up this you clamber. 
There 
are tarpaulins for covering the passen­ 
gers in wet weather. In London it wets 
on an average about once a day. Girls, 
too, will ride atop the “ bu* 
in fair 
weather. 
Of course not every girl— 
not the daughters of the nobility or the 
prelates. 
But the daughters of the 
commons do. 
And these arc the pret­ 
tier daughters, too. 
The favorite scat is on tho ** knife- 
board,” with the driver. 
This will 
hold two on either side of that import­ 
ant functionary. 
Some of those 'bus 
drivers are quite “ smart” in their at­ 
tire and sport a rose in the button-hole. 
They seem as a class to take prido in 
their calling. 
As a class, also, they arc 
fat. 
They contrast very favorably with 
the men in rags who drive the New 
York strcet-cars fourteen or fifteen 
hours per day, and who may be some­ 
times seen wearing grain-sacks and old 
hopsc-blankcts for overcoats. The Lon­ 
don' bus top gives you a view of life on 
tho second floors, 
in England they call 
these the first floors. 
One of my favor­ 
ite drives was along the Gray Inn road. 
This narrow, crooked street runs by 
that ancient stronghold of law, Lin­ 
coln's Inn Fields, and so on for a couple 
of miles to the Great Midland Railway 
station. 
AU the way un 3*011 get hun­ 
dreds of views of London domestic life 
fifteen or twenty feet distant, as seen 
through these first-floor windows. Often 
the 'bus is followed by a boy or two 
bojrs, who turn themselves into cart­ 
wheels and turn after the 'bus, and as 
fast as the ’bus, too, in the hope of a 
possible ha'pcnn3* from an nu miring 
passenger. 
The agility of those boys 
makes an old man envious of their vig­ 
or and muscle, clad though it be in 
HH*. 
There is alwa3*s a show of some sort 
in Hic streets of London. 
Shows afo 
there; and free street shows we never 
sec on this side of the water. 
Street 
artists cover 3*ards of pavement with 
sketches of birds and beasts aud marine 
views in colored chalks. 
Stage Irish­ 
men in short clothes, dudecn and shll- 
lalah dance and sing. 
Highlanders 
propel 
bag-pipes 
and dance 
high- 
stepping dances over crossed sword*. 
Acrobats, in tights and spangles, bal­ 
ance ba3*onets on their chins and noses. 
Acrobats, tightly 
bound with" ropes 
crossing their bodies from head to foot, 
writhe themselves out of those ropes 
by virtue of a wonderful talent for mus­ 
cular contraction. 
Performing dogs 
and cats and canaries and mice do 
stupid tricks in an apparent condition 
of semi-stupefaction. 
Bands of English 
negro minstrels, in striped trousers anil 
long calico coat tails, give curbstone 
exhibitions of the cockney’s idea of 
negro humor. 
Melancholy 
buglers, 
lone, forlorn and in the rustiest suits of 
black over seen, bugle into open doors. 
Blind men, with long trails of children 
and a wife, slowly tramp through the 
middle of tile more retired streets, roar­ 
ing out doleful songs for sweet charity’s 
sake. 
CaLs’-meat 
peddlers, 
with 
baskets full of boiled horse, sliced and 
stuck on skewers, at a penii}* a skewer, 
call out: “ Cats* meat!” with a sharp, 
quick cr3% and all the famil3* cats in the 
morning hear the welcome cr3T from 
afar and come trotting to the front 
doors, he ai I erect, eyes glaring and tail 
upright, as stiff as a marliu-spihc. 
Blind Biide readers at certain comers 
read aloud the Scripture* on long Bibles 
in raised letters for the edification of 
the pas.scr.8-b3*, and in hopes also of the 
universal pcnn3*. 
Trained pigeons fl\* 
afar from dovecotes on wheels and at 
sound of a trumpet quickly wheel and 
return to their home. Wonderful music 
is forced by* an artist out of the nozzle 
of a coffcc-not. 
Imitation old sailors 
sing sca-ballads, hurdy burdies pla>* in 
in tho courts and ragged boys 1 
and young men and women, 
grimy in face, hands and attire, im­ 
provise quadrilles and round dances. 
Italians, in sheepskin coats and buskins, 
force execrable sounds from pigskin 
bagpipes, and tho song the}* sing rn ac­ 
companiment is something once heard 
never to bo forgotten. If one of their lit­ 
tle grinning, dancing animals of children 
catches sight of your face at a window 
it ceases not to howl and hop, first on 
one leg then on the other, until you pull 
down tho blinds and givo every intima­ 
tion that the house is to be shut up for 
the season.

The internal parasites of animals are 
wonderfully 
numerous 
and varied. 
From the microscopically minute or­ 
ganism known as bacteria, of which 
millions may be engendered in one 
ounce of liquid, to the huge tape­ 
worms many feet in length, animals 
suffer almost universally, more or less. 
It may be safe to say that the lower ani­ 
mals are rarely free from internal pests of 
some kind. the eggs of which are picked 
up with the food or swallowed with tho 
water. 
When tho animal is in vig­ 
orous health and all its functions are rn 
good order and tho wastes of the 
system arc discharged regularly, the 
parasites find no means of subsistence, 
and are cither starved out or morely 
maintain a sort of paralyzed existence. 
But when from any cause these func­ 
tions are deranged, tho parasites find 
their proper fooa in the abnormal mat­ 
ter then abundant in tho system and 
thrive and Increase enormously. 
It 
would simplify this matter very much 
if we coala always realize that parasites 
of all kinds—animal and vegetable— 
are introduced from outside sources 
and never come from within. 
Then 
we should also realize tho foot that 
they may be prevented bv avoiding tho 
sources, from which they are intro­ 
duced, and by maintaining the health 
of our stock.— Rural New Yorker.

Our young folks, or, more strictly 
our little folks, open their 
wonder as we tell them sto­ 
ries of tho olden time, when there were 
no railroads, no telegraph wires, no 
steamboats; and when messages were 
carried by men on horseback or slower 
stage-coaches, and when people trav­ 
eled along leisurely, never imagining 
that 
they 
would ever be whirled 
through the country by stcara-cars or 
exchange the canal packet for the 
palatial and swiftly-going steamers. 
To those of us who for many years 
have enjoyed tho benefits of all these 
modern improvements it is difficult to 
realize the incredulity of Die masses of 
the people about them when they first 
appeared. Yet it is true that so recent­ 
ly as 1887, Fernando Wood, who had 
served his country long and well, and 
had been in Congress for many years, 
was considered fanatical and visionary 
because he had faith in Prof. Morse 
and his invention. 
Fernando Wood 
was a member of the Congress which 
appropriated thirty thousand dollars to 
Prof. Morse for his experimental tele­ 
graph line between Washington and 
Baltimore, and on account of it was 
defeated after his next nomination to 
Congress. The people wished to pun- 
isn the man who nod so misrepresented 
them as to vote for so visionary a 
project 
as transmitting intelligence 
through the air upon wires strung 
upon poles. Prof. Morse waited year 
alter year for Congress to pass the bill 
appropriating tho amount for building 
the first line, and the last night of the 
session he went to his rooms discour­ 
aged, being told that it was scarcely 
possible that it would pass. 
But, to bis 
great delight, a young laity brought 
nim the good news, a few hours after­ 
wards, that just before the adjournment 
the bill passed with the President’s 
signature. 
The professor was over- 
toyed, and said to the young lady who 
md brought him the word: “You shall 
send the first message over the wires;” 
and she telegraphed from Baltimore to 
Washington, 
“ What hath God wrought!" 
A short time after this, when a politi­ 
cal convention was in session in Balti­ 
more, tho an nm 1 m iniont of tho nomi­ 
nation of a candidate was telegraphed 
to Washington, but so reluctant were 
the people to believe in this new inven­ 
tion; that they regarded the message as 
a pure fabrication, and would not pub­ 
lish it in the Washington paper until a 
courier arrived from Baltimore confirm­ 
ing it.

In the “Memorials of a Quiet Life,” 
by Augustus Hare, the incident is re­ 
lated that in 1829 a company of noted 
people were invited to Liverpool to see 
the first locomotive and train of cars, 
and to ride in them. 
One who was 
there writes: 
“ To us who have no turn for these 
things, and therefore cannot or do not

agent, and offer to give him ten dollars 
if he will take it back, and we will 
promise to say nothing about it, to in­ 
jure him, to any one. 
Then an earnest disscussion followed, 
which at last resulted in mother allow­ 
ing her oldest daughter to try her skill 
at the machine, although she feared 
that such trial would result in severe 
damage 
to 
it. 
Tho 
experiment, 
although accomplished in a jerky, zig­ 
zag fashion, proved that the machine 
could be used, and it was retained, and 
fully justified all that had been predict­ 
ed concerning it. 
But from that day to 
this, our mother never again seated 
herself before it, preferring to continue 
lier work in her quiet way, and allow­ 
ing the children of this generation to 
enjoy the modern improvements. 
So slow have m any been to cred it the 
practicability of those things th a t now 
seem a necessity to 
us all. — Chicago 
Stan lard.

For the benefit of p11 those interested 
iu the test case brought rn the Supreme 
Court of the State of V iscous'a, by Rich­ 
ard Guenther, State Treasurer, against 
Rock couuty, we give the decision in full, 
ai follows: 
The State treasurer filed his petition iu 
this court, stating aud alleging that dur- 
mg the year 1880 the couuty treasurer of 
Rock couuty, tho respondent, received 
certain sums of 
money for “ licenses 
fines aud penalties,” payable to the State 
treasurer, aud that 
upon 
demaud, 
he hail fH.ed to transmit to the State 
treasurer a statement thereof, or to pay 
over such money to h’m as reqr;red by 
R. S. 252 Sect 715 £5. A writ .of manda­ 
mus in that behalf to such couuty treas­ 
urer was prayed. Thereupon an a I to rim 
rive writ of maudamus was allowed aud 
issued commanding tho respondent to 
make the return required by the statute, 
or show cause to tho contrary. 
The respondent makes return to the 
alternative w’rit, admitt'ug that he has 
not transmitted such statement to the 
Stab* treasurer, nor paid over to b»m any 
moneys received for fines, etc. He also 
admits that dining the year 1880 he re­ 
ceived from tho district attorney, sheriff, 
clerk of the circuit court, and justices of 
the peace of his county a little more than 
$2,400, being the proceeds of filles for 
breaches of the penal laws, imposed in 
said county and collected by those officers 
respectively. He then alleges that all of 
the moneys so received by bim for flues 
have been absorbed by the expenses of 
the prosecutions in which such fines 
were imposed aud collected, und which 
the county has paid. He also states that 
during such year be received four hun­ 
dred dollars collected on forfeited recog­ 
nizances in criminal cases. 
The attorney geueral iwterposed a gen­ 
eral demurrer to tile return of tho re­ 
spondent 
OPINION—LYON, J. 
Tho constitution provides that tho 
clear proceeds of all fines collected in 
the several counties for any breach of 
the penal laws, shall constitute a part of 
tho school fuud of the State. Art. IO, 
Section 2. 
The statute provides that it shr’l be 
the duty of the country treasurer “to 
transmit to the State treasurer, at tho 
time he is required by law to pay tho 
State taxes, a particular statement, veri­ 
fied by his affidavit indorsed upon or at­ 
tached therefo, of all moneys received 
by him during the preceding year, and 
which are payable to the State treasurer, 
for licenses, fines, penalties, or on any 
other account, and at the sa mo time pay 
to 
the 
State treasurer tho amount 
thereof 
after 
deducting 
the 
legal fees.” It. 8. 252 Section 715 £5. 
The legal fees which tho couuty treas­ 
urer may retain out of such moneys 
is two per cent, thereof. Section 719. 
No deduction for the benefit of the 
county can lawfully b e nm*ic b y tho cou n ­ 
ty treasurer from tho tines paid to him 
unless the same is authorized by law. It 
is for the legislature to determine what 
deductions are to bo made, and not the 
county treasurer or the county board of 
supervisors. Even the powor of the leg­ 
islature iu this respect is limited us ap 
pears from tho cases of Lynch va. The 
Steamer Economy 27 Wis. 09, and Dutton 
vs. Fowler id, 427. To permit 
each 
board of supervisors to determiuo tor it 
self, or each couuty treasurer for himself, 
what expenses shall be deducted from 
linos collected, would bo to iutroduco in­ 
extricable confusion. Under such a sys 
tem there would bo no fixed, certain rules 
by which tho “ clear proceeds ” of fines 
could bo determined. 
Or, what is very 
probable, there would be no such “ clear 
proceeds ” left for tho school fund. The 
system would bo unjust and intolerable, 
and its practical effect w’ould be, doubt­ 
less, to dry up one of tile sources which 
the constitution has ordaiued to replan 
ish and increase the school fund of the 
State. 
Tile legislature has provided for uo de 
duction from such fines 
except two 
lier 
cent, thereof, which tho treas­ 
urer 
may 
retaiu. 
Hence, 
under 
existing laws, the clear proceeds 
of 
fines received by tho couuty treasurer is 
ninety-eight per cent thereof, which must 
lie paid into the Shite treasury for the 
benefit of Hie school fund. See FeojUe 
ev. ret limttil of Education of Detroit vs 
'Treasurer of Wayne Co. 8 Mich. 392,’ 
Woodward cs. (Jreyg, 3ti Green ( Iowa) 287. 
Tho respondent probably believed it 
bis duty to retain the flues under Sec. 
3310 R. S. But that section applies only 
to forfeitures as distinguished from tines. 
See Sec. 3294. The return does uot show 
that any forfeiture has been received by 
the respondent Hence, if the section is 
a valid enactment (of which there is some 
doubt) still it does not aid the return or 
affect the case. 
Moreover, it is the duty of each coun­ 
ty treasurer to make his verified state­ 
ment to the State treasurer pursuant to 
the statut3, whether he has any moneys 
collected for fines, etc., or not. If he has 
not, he should state tho fact, aud verify 
it. 
In no other way can the State treasurer 
kuow officially that all of the moneys 
from these sources, belonging to tho 
school fund, has 
reached the treasury 
of the State. Hence, even though tho 
respondent had no moneys in his hands 
from such sources, still the return to the 
alternative writ would bo demurable be­ 
cause it admits l>;s failure to transmit 
such verified statement to the State treas­ 
urer. 
The statute pro\ ides that moneys col­ 
lected on tort ted recognizances iu criam ­ 
al cases shall bo paid into tho county 
treasury. We are aware of no constitu­ 
tional or statutory provision which re­ 
quires the county treasurer to pay it over 
to tho State treasure. 
We conclude 
therefore that moneys collected from 
t,,:s source belong to the couuty. 
It follows from the foregoing views 
that the-demurrer to return must be sus­ 
tained. 
The respondent has leave to 
anieud Irs return at anytime within sixty 
days.

U U U V E R P IT C H IN G . 
Now that base-ball has broken out 
again, in spots at least, in Janesville, it 
will bo of interest to the ball-tossers of 
the celebrated pill-makers aud sawbones’ 
nines to know that there is such a thing 
as curved pitching, though they may not 
liavo experienced tho fact. It will give 
them fresh courage to take hold and 
practice, on learning that a scientific so­ 
ciety in Providence, after discussing the 
question of curved pitching, referred the 
matter to a committee for careful inves­ 
tigation. Tho committee has made the 
following report: 
A special committee of the Providence 
Franklin Society, appointed to investi­ 
gate tho question in relation to alleged 
curves iu balls thrown by skillful hands, 
made a report to the society at a meet­ 
ing to the effect “that after three stakes 
were placed in a direct line, at a distance 
of about thirty feet apart, tho ball was 
throwu by a person standing behind tho 
first stako in such a manner that it 
passed to the right of the first stake, to 
the left of the second and to the right of 
the third. The ball was then so thrown 
that it passed to the left of the first stake, 
the rigid of the second and the left of 
third, thus demonstrating the fact that 
the pitcher has the power to cause the 
ball to curve to the right or left at pleas­ 
ure.”
